A shooting incident in Boundary 
Street, Shamshu'po, early this

Attached to the Shamshuipo 


Police Station, Police | Constable 
Jawala Singh No. 120 was on duty 


and appears to have had. acuflle 
with a Chinese. The latter is 
known to have disarmed the con- 
stable and then to have fired two 
shots at point blank range ‘at him. 


-|The constable collapsed and was 


removed to the Kowloon Hospital 
In a serious condition. 


At the moment it is thought that 
the constable, in the course of his 
duties, saw the Chinese in Bound- 
ary Strect and searched him. 
What happered subsequently {6 
conjectural but it is thought that 
the constable had occasion to draw 
his revolver before proceeding with 
his search. 


Pointblank Range. 


The Chinese ig believed to have 
then snatched tho revolver and fired 
two shots at the Indian. . 

The assailunt made good his 
escape, taking with him the con- 
stable’s ' revolver. ; 

One bullet entered the constablo’s 
abdomen, perforating the intestines 
in several places, before’ becom- 
ing lodged in the spine. This 
bullet was subsequently extracted 
at the Kowloon Hospital, The 
other bullet entered the thigh and 
shattered the thigh bone. 

A roward of 3250 has been 
offered by Police-Headquarters for 
the arrest of the Chinese, who is 
described as being a big man 
dregsed in white clothing.

House Street, was completed yes- 
terday when the Hongkong Share- 
brokers’ Association finalised nego- 
tintions with the Hongkong Land 


| Investment and Agency Co. Ltd., 
for the purchase of the property't }, 


on the eastern corner of Ice 
House Strect and Des Vocux Rofd. 
A aix-storey building is to replace 
the present dilapidated structure. 


‘ When it was known somo months 
ago that the Association would 
have to vacate their present 
premises .on the Weatern side 
of Ico House Street, negotiations 
were entered into with several 
companies, and were finalised at 
noon yesterday when the property 
waa secured at $83 a aquare foot, 


The property includes the old 
building adjacent to the Bank of 
Canton, with about 20 feet facing 
Des Vocux Road, but running back 
and widening sons to give a 
frontage of 120 feet to Ice House 
Street, from Tsang Fook’s to tha 
corner, It is a two-storeyed build- 
ing, with offices on the upper floors. 


Skyscraper Planned. 


In its place the Sharebrokers in- 
tend to erect a alx-storey building, 
to be comprised mostly of offices 
for the members of the Associa- 
{lon. No definite plana have, of 
course, yet been formulated, but 
owing to the frregular shape of 
the land it ia quite possible that 
the main entrance will be some- 
where near Tsang Fook’s premises. 
The present building will be totally 
demolished, but a start will not be 
made on this work for six months 
at least. 


It is understood that the deal 
has been an extremely profitable 
one for the Investment Company, 
ag it is said that the property was 
kecured in 1860 at a low figure on 
n lease of 999 years. 


Big Changes Likely. 


Phis extensive undertaking Ja 
only one of three that will begin in 
lee House Street thia yenr ond 
alter the appearance of the present 
narrow lane almost beyond recogni- 
tion. When completed the streot 
will run at a slightly different 
angle, and widened in accordance 
with the Public Works plans and 
flanked by tall buildings for the 
xreater part of both sides, should 
be one of the Colony’s most im- 
posing thoroughfares as it looks up 
from Des Voeux Road to the hand- 
some National City Bank in 
Queen's Road. * 


In_ addition it will add greatly to 
the convenience of the brokers, for 
the members of both exchanges 
will- all be quartered in two hand- 
some buildings within a stone’s 
throw of cach other and in’ the 
very heart of the city. 


The next 18 months promise to 
be busy ones in the vicinity, and it 
is almoat certain that Ice Houco 
Street will be closed while the ex- 
tensive alterations are taking place.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
IN. U.S.A. 


There has for 
time past been much speculation 
regarding the probability of the 
United States deciding on some 
“dole” system forthe rellef of the 


unemployed. .The actual number 


of people out of work in America 
is not quite clear, but their num- 
bers have been variously estima- 
ted at from eight to fifteen million. 


It is diMicult to make any exact 


comparison with Britain, since the 
basis of calculation fs not quite 
the same. Nevertheless, it is evi- 
dent that the United States is to- 
day facing a bigger unemployment 
problem than at any time in its 
history, Hitherto, except for a re- 
latively smail number covered by 
voluntary schomes of insurance, 
organised by trade unions or em- 
ployers, the whole of the unem- 
ployed have been without any help 
other than that of charity. 

There seems, however, some 
prospect of a change in the method 
of handling the problem, for it 
has been disclosed in information 
issued by the International La- 
bour Office of the League of ‘Na- 

| tions that. the State of Wisconsin 
has passed an Act establishing 9 
compulsory system of compensa- 
tion for unemployment. Every 
employer having in his employ- 
ment ten: or more persons, exclud- 
ing farm Iabourers, domestic ser- 
vants, teachers, public officore and 
some other specified elnsses, will 
be required as from July 1st 1933, 
to contribute regularly a small 


a considerable 


mitting a’ voluntary ~plan which 


‘scems to the’ authorities at least a8- 


beneficial to’ his employées as the 
compulsory plan-of the ‘Act, can 
be oxempted. It ia also provided 
that tho plan shall not take effect 
if ‘by Juno 1st, 1933, the employers 
of not less than 176,000. omployeca 
havo voluntarily established plans 
which, comply. with the standards 
Inid down in the Act. °° 

. The latter provision is intended 
to give the employers, “a, fair op- 
portunity to bring about the pur- 
pose of this Act without legal com- 
pulsion” and shows the reluctance 
with which any American legisla- 
ture commits itself to a aystem of 
compulsory unemployment benefit. 


‘\erhia reluctance is, of course, one 
‘lof’ the. strongest 


elements in 
American domestic polltics, and 
haa been expressed with such de- 
termination that.tho Act sum- 
marised above is the first proposal 
for anv form of compulsory un- 
employment “{nsurance in ‘the 
whole of the United States. It re- 


| presents & departure from the rigid 


principle of the past, and has thus 
an importance far heyond = its 
actual provision. 


Public Schools and Public Men. 


The grent English public achools, 
auch as Eton, Harrow, Winchester 
and Rugby, have their ardent ad- 
mirers among educationists, and 
their severe critics. Some think 
they are played ‘out and ought to 
give way to a more modern type 
of institution. Others think they 
ought to be preserved unaltered, 
with their predilection for Greek 
and Latin, their “insistence on 
organised sports, their belief in the 
moral value of teamwork, their 
nloofners from the workaday busi- 
ness world, their tendency toward 
the development.of 3 certain type 
once known as “the English gentle- 
man.” Js the system one which 
ought to be preserved very much as 
it is, or reformed, or abolished? 
The headmaster of Harrow, Dr. 
Cyril Norwood, is no ordinary 
schoolmaster and he is bound by 
no ordinary conventional views} 
and he thinks that England never 
needed the public. school syatem 
more than to-day. “But, for him, to 
have faith in that system is to be 
an insistent advocate of reform. 
He agrees with those critics who 
say the public schools have been too 
much out of touch with the growth 
of ‘the modern nation. Yet “he 


thinks they are pecullarly qualified. 


to supply exactly what England 
most- needs to-day, if.they. apply 
themselves in a bronder way to, the 
{raining of young citizens. Many 
of his ideas are applicable to 
schools in any country. It is not 
enough, in‘his viow, that certain 
knowledge should be “put into” 
boys. It is not enough to sim at 
“developing Individual character 
und individual gifts." These aims 
fre necessary, but they should be 
pursued “with a social reference.” 
He demands that boys should be 
turned out, with their minds 80 
equipped? and thelr characters «#0 
developed, that they are prepared to 
geapple with the actual issues of 
our time---induatriallsm and inven- 
ticn in all thelr forms, condition;

AN contract bridge bidding 
systema require some conscien- 
tious study before they can be 
fully mastered and properly used 
jn nctunl play. There are count- 
less players, however, who desire 
to play contract, but do not wish 
to burden themaelves with any 
complicated system. WorkIng on 
this theory, Mr. Sidney S. Lenz 
recently compiled a system which 
he calls his One-Two-Three, and it 
fa certainly aimple and compact.

According to Chinese reports, 
the discussions have been com- 
plicated by a new Japanese de- 
mand that no Chinese troops be 
stationed nt Pootung or south of 
Soochow Creck, which demand is 
strongly resisted by the Chinése. 

Regarding the question of a 
time limit for the withdrawal of 
Japunese troops, it is stated that 
the Japanese Government has 
promised to give an assurance that 
Japan has no intention of per- 
munently stationing troops in the 
areas adjacent to the Settlement, 
and would withdraw ‘as soon as 
possible”. ;

Shanghai, Apr. 4.

The oxcuse repentedly put for- 
ward by Japan has been that 
Japanese nationals’ and their 
property are ondangered as a re- 
sult of Chinese misgovernment, 
but actually the Japanese policy 
has led to the wholesale destruc-

“BIG PROPERTY DEAL 
YESTERDAY. 


Another important property deal, 


‘| which In conjunction with several 


other recent negotiations Is to re- 
sult in a great alteration to. Hong- 
kong's skyline in the vicinity of Ico 
House Street, was completed yes- 
terday when the Hongkong Share- 
“brokers’ Association finalised nego- 
tintions with the Hongkong Land 
Investment and Agency Co. Ltd., 


on the ecastern corner. of Ice 
House Street and Des Voeux Road. 
A aix-storcy building is to replace 
the present dilapidated structure. 


When it was known some months 
ngo that the . Association would 
have to vacate their present 
premises on the Western side 
of Ice House Street, negotiations 
were entered into with several 
companics, and were finalised at 
noon yesterday when the property 
wan secured at $83 a square foot. - 


The property includes. the old 
building adjacent. to the Bank of 
Canton, with about 20 feet facing 
Des Voeux Road, but running back 
and widening sons to give a 
frontage: of 120 feet to Ice Housa 
Street, from Tsang Fook’s to the 
corner. It is a two-storeyed build- 
ing, with offices on the upper floors. 


Skyscraper Planned. 


In its place the Sharebrokers in- 
tend to erect a six-storey building, 
to be mprised mostly of offices 
for the members of the Associa- 
tion. No definite pluns have, of 
course, yet been formulated, but 
owing to the irregular shape of 
the land it is quite possible that 
the main entrance will be some- 
where near Tsang Fook’s premises. 
The present building will be totally 
demolished, but a start will not be 
made on this work for six months 
at least, 


It is understood that the deal 
has been an extremely profitable 
one for the Investment Company, 
as it ia said that the property was 
secured in 1860 at a low figure on 
ndease of 999 yenrs. 


Big Changes Likely, 


This extensive undertaking Js 
only one of three that will begin in 
Ice House Street this year and 
ulter the appearance of the present 
narrew dane almost beyond reeoxni- 
tion. When completed the street 
will run.at a slightly different 
angle,.and widened in accordance 
with the Public Works plans and 
flanked by tall buildings for the 
yreater part of both sides, should 
be one of the Colony's’ most im- 
posing thoroughfares 8 it looks up 
from Des Voeux’ Road to the hand- 
sume National City Bank . in 
Queen’s Rond. ie 


In addition it will add greatly to 
the convenience of the brokers, for 
the members of both exchanges 
will all be quartered in two hand- 
some buildings within a stone's 
throw of each other and in the 
very heart of the city. 


The next 18 months promise to 
be busy ones in the vicinity, and it 
is almost certain that Ice Houee 
Street will be closed while the cx- 
tensive alterations are taking place. 
Within a fow months a start will 
be made when the demolishers 
begin work on the old Sassoon 
Building on the western corner of 
Ice House Street and Des Vocux 
Rond, at present unoccupied. 
Formerly the offices of the Dutch 
Bank it is one of the oldest build- 
ings in the Colony and was = re- 
cently secured for a modern six- 
storey building for the National 
Commercial and Savings Bank.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
IN. US.A. 


There has for a considerable 
time past been much — speculation 
regarding the probability of the 
United States deciding on some 
“dole” system for the relief of the 
unemployed. ‘The actual number 
of people out of work in American 
is not quite clear, but their num- 
bers have been variously estima- 
ted at from eight to fifteen million. 
It is diMicult to make any exsct- 
comparison with Britain, since the 
basis of calculation is not quite 
the same. Nevertheless, it is evi- 
dent that the United States is to- 
day facing a bigger unemployment 
problem than at any time in ita 
history, Hitherto, except for a-re- 
lntively small number covered by 
voluntary schemes of insurance, 
organised by trade unions or em- 
ployers, the whole of the unem- 
ployed have been without any help 
other than that of charity. ‘ 

There seems, however, some 
prospect of a change fn the method 
of handling the problem, for it 
has been disclosed*in ‘information 
issued by the International La- 
hour Office of the Lengue of Na- 
tions that the State of Wisconsin 
has passed ate Act establishing a 
compulsory system of compensr- 
tlon’ for unemployment. Every 
employer having in his employ- 
ment ten or more persons, exelyd- 
ing farm Inbourera, domestic ser- 
vanta, teachera, public officers and 
some other apecified classes, will 
be required ox from July 1st 1953, 
te contribute regularly a.small 
fraction of his pav-roll to an un- 
employment reserve fund, admintis- 
tered by the State. From, this 
fund an-allowance will be paid to 
unemployed workers. Bonefits will 
not be payable until one year after 
the employer has begun to make 
his contributions. Tho bonofit 
payable for total unomploymont 
will be at the rate of 10 dollars 
a week or 60 per cont. of thé work- 
er’s average weekly wage, whichever 
in lower, with a minimum of five 
dollars a week. A lower rate will 
be pald for partial unemployment. 
Proviaion is mado for disqualifica- 
tion from benefit for various rea- 
sons, including the refusal with- 
out good causo of an offer of sult- 
able work.

Public Schools and Public Men. 


The great English public schools, 
such as Eton, Harrow, Winchester 
and Rugby, have their ardent ad- 
mirera among educationista, and 
their severe critics, Some think 
they are played out and ought to 
give way to a more modern type 
of institution. Others think they 
ought .to be preserved unaltered, 
with their predilection for Greek

BILL PASSES 
CONGRESS. 


MR. .STIMSON’S 
DISAPPROVAL. 


Washington, Apr. 4. 

A remarkable letter by 
Mr. H. L. Stimson, Secretary 
of State and former Gover- 
nor-General of the Philip- 
pines, vigorously attacking 
the members of Congress 
sponsoring the Philippines 
Independence Bill, caused a 
sensation in political circles 
to-day. 


In spite of the nftack, however, 
the House of Representatives pass- 
ed the BAL which provides for the 
Independence of the Philippines 
within cfyht years, 

While farmers are delighted at 
the presage of the Bill, hoping it 
will mean the imposition of tarilfs 
on Philippine products now admitt- 
ed to the United States duty free, 
serious objections are raised in 
other quarters. 

Economie and Social Chaos, 

The objectors are headed by Mr. 
Stimson, who in: remarkable letter 
published | to-day expresses the 
opinion that if the leadership of 
the United States ia withdrawit 
“seonomic chaos and politica! and 
aerjal anarchy will result, follow-

+e Philippines by a foreign Power, 
probably Chinn or Japan.”

A shooting incldent in Boundary 
Street, Shamshuipo, carly this 
morning, when an Indian constable 
qwas. soriously wounded,’ {s, at the 
moment, enveloped in mystery.
